braries in the United States, 
and almost the same number 
of branch libraries, as we cele- 
brate National Library Week. 
‘Established in 1958 by the 
American Library Association 
as well as libraries.across the 


country, National Library 
Week is designated as a time to 
celebrate the contributions of 
our nation’s school, public, ac- 
ademic and special libraries 
and librarians. 

‘The public library is based 
ona simple, trusting concept 
that harkens back to those in- 
famous words repeated by gen- 
erations of moms across 
America; “if you pick some- 
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thing up, put it back where - 
you found it.” 

The 21st Century’s informa- 
tion sharing techno-marvel; — 
the worldwide web is probably 
the library’s closest contempo- 
rary match. Each isa place 
where people can gather to 
share information, usually 
without resorting to monetary 
compensation. However, 
while the internet flourishes 
on autonomy, the public li- 
brary depends on accountabil- 
ity, relying on an identifiable 
user returning physical inven- 
tory so it will be accessible to 
others in the future. While the 
library exists in a “hard copy’, 


the worldwide web occupies 
a virtual intangible. 
While collecting informa- 


tion for future reference is a 


practice that dates as far back 


as ancient Babylonia, some of 
the first evidence of massive 
accumulation of literature 
and documents can be traced 
to the huge Greek libraries of 
Alexandria. Gutenberg’s in- 
vention of movable type did 
alot to fuel the growth of 
mass market bookmaking 
starting in the 1,400’s, and 
Benjamin Franklin's “social . 
library” made book sharing 
very popular among the liter- 
ary elite in the 1730's. 

But most credit the estab- 
lishment of the American 
town library to an alternative 
use of tax money that was 
collected in Peterborough, 
New Hampshire back in 
1833. Rather than build a 


state college as originally in- 
tended, the townspeople pur- 
chased some books and 
established a library. The 
idea caught on, and in 1849 
New Hampshire was the first 
state to pass a law permitting 
the collection of local taxes 
to support public libraries. 

The first “high profile” 

‘ public library, the Boston 
Public Library, was founded 
in 1848 and opened to the 
public in 1854. It is the old- 
est free public city library 
supported by taxes, and the 
first to allow community 
members to borrow books. 

Famed American industri- 
alist Andrew Carnegie took 
the United States public li- 
brary system to new heights 
in the early 20th Century, 
granting over $50 million to- 
ward the building of more 
than 2,500 libraries in small

outh, it is said, is wasted on the 
young. Too busy figuring life they 
hardly take the time to enjoy it. 
Fortunately, with medical research and sci- 
entific progress, life spans have doubled 
over the last century. We can now start life 
at fifty and have another go at youth. 
-Health consciousness, appropriate diet and 
exercise, can make the later years of life a 
pleasant experience. Dietary principles play 
as especially important role in this regard. 
Compensating for the physiological. 
changes of aging, they can give us better 
odds at achieving our genetically deter- 
mined life spans. 
The advancing years experience a complex 
interplay of changes affecting the mind, 
body, and the environment. Alterations in 
_ organs systems and cellular function can 
often predispose to malnutrition and a host 
of chronic illnesses. Some of these prob- 
lems can be attributed to the decrease in 
the total protein content and are in them- 
selves preventable with appropriate atten- 
tion to the protein content of the diet. 
A decrease in protein turnover, such as that 
seen in aging, has far reaching effects. Vital 
organ systems like the heart and lungs slow 
down, becoming incapable of further exer- 
tion. Neural processes like thought, plan- 
ning and cognition are also affected. The 
immune system becomes weak, exhibiting a 
_ delay and difficultly in dealing with infec- 
tions. Wound healing and repair, which re- 
quires a constant supply of amino acids, i is 
also compromised. 
Another issue associated with aging is the 
reduced capacity to deal with free radical 
species. These highly reactive molecules are 
produced by cells under stress. Free radicals 
can precipitate a chain reaction, damaging 
cell membranes and the genetic code. They 
have beet itiplicated in a variety of disease 
processes from infection, heart attacks and 
cancer.

A 
good protein supplement also has other sig- 
nificant benefits in the elderly that often go 
unrecognized. 

A high protein diet has a thermogenic or 
fat-burning effect. The body spends more. 


~ energy to assimilate protein than carbohy- 


drates or fats. This energy is often derived 
from the adipose tissue, thus burning fat in 
exchange for protein. Then if the protein 


supplement has whey in it, it can also inhibit 
cholesterol absorption in the gut, reducing the 


risk of obesity and cardiac disease. Protein sup-_ 


plements that have casein can form a clot in the 
gut, thereby slowing down intestinal motility 
and giving the gut enough time to absorb all - 
the amino acids from a meal. This property is 
important considering that aging also slows 
down and compromises digestion. 

Protein supplements that combine casein with 
whey multiply the advantages of each compo- 
nent. Both casein and whey protein havea 
group of substances called kinins that can 
lower blood pressure by relaxing the blood ves- 
sels. Both proteins enhance the immune system 
through several mechanisms. Lactoferrin, in 
whey protein, binds iron and depriving many 
micro-organisms of a growth stimulus. Free 
iron induces the formation of free radicals and 
is one factor responsible for colon cancer. This 
is also prevented by protein supplements that 
contain lactoferrin (whey). -

Dear Dave, 

A friend of mine loaned me some of your books, and even 
took me to one of your live events. Since then, I’ve been try- 
ing to work the Baby Steps, including building my emer- 
gency fund and creating a monthly budget. However, I’m 
having trouble transitioning to living on a budget. I get paid 
in the middle and end of each month, but my bills are due at 
different times. Can you help? 

Brenda 

Dear Brenda, 

In your situation, I recommend using a two-column ap- 
proach when you sit down each month to create your writ- 
ten budget. In it, one column would represent the first of the 
month, while the other represents the fifteenth. Place the in- 
come you'll receive for each.pay period at the top of each 
column, then work your way down spending every dollar on. 
paper for that pay period, until all the money is gone. 

If your cable bill is due on the tenth, then it would go 
under the first column. If your electric bill is due on the 
twenty-first, it would go in the second column. Once you've 
got this in place you can adjust the categories where you 
_ might have a little more flexibility. A good example of this 
might be clothing. You can budget for any new clothes you 
. need in the pay period that has the fewest bills. 

When you do this, you're not just spending every dollar 
on paper before the month begins. You're also spending 
every dollar on Beats before the pay period arrives!

Dear Dave, 

I’m a single father with a 14-year-old daughter. I want to 
teach her to avoid the financial mistakes ’'ve made. Do you 
think I should open a checking account with a debit card:for 
her? I think the practice in dealing with money before she 
gets out on her own would be good for her.

Dear Paul, 

Getting your daughter a checking account with a debit 
card is a good idea’at some point. But I'd suggest that you 
first give her a year or two to deal solely with cold, hard cash. 

Have her create four envelopes, one each for giving, sav- 
ing, entertainment, and miscellaneous spending. Then, any- 
time she earns some money, she can divide it up and put 
some into each of the envelopes. Once she’s done this for a 
while and you're both comfortable with the situation, then 
you can think about opening a checking account for her. 

The problem with giving her a checking account right off 
the bat is that the money is all lumped together. There’s no 
division between the concepts of giving, saving, and spend- 
ing. These are some pretty important things she needs to 
learn while she’s being educated about money. Also, when 
the time is right and she can handle the responsibility of a 
checking account, make sure you work with her every 
month in balancing her checkbook. Sit down with her, one 
‘on one, and help walk her through the process. This will re- 
inforce the idea that it’s a necessary part of handling money 
properly. After a few months she'll get the hang of it and be 
able to do it on her own. And it will also give you peace of 
mind that she’s taking care of her checking account the right 
way!

bed-wetting starts. Mauy of the kids can 
be helped or cured by medication. 

For other boys and girls, the problem is 
emotional in origin. Any change in the 
psychological environment of the home 
may produce midnight moisture. During 
summer camps conducted for young chil- 
dren, the directors routinely put plastic 
mattress covers on the beds of all the lit- 
tle visitors. The anxiety associated with 
being away from home apparently creates 
a high probability of bed-wetting during 
the first few nights, and it is particularly 
risky to be sleeping on the lower level of 
bunk beds! 

There is a third factor that I feel is a 


‘frequent cause of enuresis. During chil-

dren's toddler years, they wet the bed 
simply because they are too immature to 
maintain nighttime bladder control. 
Some parents, in an effort to head off an- 
other episode, begin getting these kids up 
at night to go to the potty. The youngster 
is still sound asleep, but he or she is told 
to "go tinkle,’ or whatever. After this con- 
ditioning has been established, the child | 
who needs to urinate at night dreams of 
being told to "go." Particularly when jos- 
tled or disturbed at night, the child can

ents of older bed wetters stop getting 
them up at night, even if the behavior

DNRE REPORT 


The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources and Envi- 
ronment announced on Thurs- 
day, April 1, that it supports 
recent action by the State of 
Minnesota to remove the gray 
wolf from the list of species pro- 
tected by the Federal Endan- 
gered Species Act. 

The State of Minnesota 
filed a formal petition with USS. 
Secretary of the Interior Ken 
Salazar on March 15. 

“Our colleagues in Min- 
nesota have done an excellent 
job of making the case for the re- 
gional recovery of the gray wolf? 
said DNRE Director Rebecca 
Humphries. “The strength of 

' this petition will hopefully com- 
pel the US. Fish and Wildlife 
Service to act swiftly so that we 
can implement our wolf man- 
agement plans. We stand in full 
support of Minnesota's formal 
petition.” 


The recovery goals estab- 
lished by the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service to allow re- 
moval of wolves from Endan- 
gered Species Act protection _ 
across the region have been met 
since 1999 and the current wolf 
population in Michigan and 
Wisconsin exceeds the recovery 
goal by more than 10 times. 
“There are no biological reasons 
for wolves to remain on this list,” 
Humphries added. Because of 
this recovery, the wolf was re- 
moved from the state's list of 
threatened and endangered 
species in 2009. 

Michigan developed a wolf 
management plan with extensive 
public input and that plan con- 
tains goals to ensure the long- 
term viability of wolves in 
Michigan. The Michigan wolf 
management plan has been ap- 
proved by the US. Fish and 
Wildlife Service as being ade-

quate to provide for the long- 
term conservation of the species. 
Removal of wolves from the list 
of species protected by the Fed- 
eral Endangered Species Act 
would transfer all management 
authority from the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and 
Environment. DNRE has an ef- 
fective management program in 
place and full state authority 
would allow full implementa- 
tion of the wolf management 
plasi signed by Director 
Humphries in 2008. 

Full implementation would 
include the lethal taking of 
wolves where the DNRE feels it 
is warranted, for example, in 
cases of livestock depredation. 
In addition, state laws passed in 
2009 to allow citizens to kill 
wolves in the act of attacking 
livestock and pets would be rein- 
stated. 


-DNRE receives aecistance from U. S. Forest Sonics and 
volunteer fire departments during wildfire season 


Although overall respon- 
sibility for wildfire suppres- 
sion and prevention in the 
state rests with the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, personnel from the 
US. Forest Service and local 
volunteer fire departments 
provide significant assistance 
to this effort. 

The backbone of the 
wildfire suppression opera- 
tion is a force of highly 
trained fire fighters equipped 
with modern specialized 
heavy equipment designed 
for this rugged assignment. 
The majority of these wild- 


fires occur during April, May 
and June with minor occur- 
rences the rest of the summer 
and fall. 

Aircraft are used for fire , 
detection purposes. These de- 
tection aircraft provide early 
warning of fires and an accu- 
rate description of its location 
and behavior. This offers an 
additional measure of safety 
to the fire fighters on the 
ground. | 

Aggressive fire preven- 
tion efforts are targeted at 
many areas. A computerized 

_ program allows fire personnel 
to focus these efforts in areas 


of high fire occurrence and 
high property values. 

A growing nationwide 
concern for fires in areas 
where cities and wildlands 
meet is of similar concern in 
Michigan. Every year build- 
ings are lost due to wildfire. 
Michigan's Stephan Bridge 
fire in 1990 destroyed 76 — 
homes and 125 other struc- 
tures in one afternoon.

No open debris 
burning permitted 


BAN REMAINS IN FORCE IN U.P. 
AND NORTHERN LOWER PENINSULA 


s warm, dry weather persists in 

Michigan, the Department of Natu- 

ral Resources and Environment 
would like to remind property owners that _ 
open debris burning is prohibited at this 
time and no burn permits are being issued 
due to high danger fire conditions through- 
out the Upper Peninsula and northern 
Lower Michigan. 

With a lack of snow on the ground in 
the Upper Peninsula, exposed dry, dead 
grasses and vegetation is easily ignited. More 
than half of wildfire occurrences this year, 
numbering more than 50 in March, have 
been caused by property owners burning de- 
bris. 

“This is an unusual spring for us because 
we lack snow in parts of the state that usually 


are blanketed with snow into April? said Paul - 
_Kollmeyer, DNRE fire prevention specialist. 


“Normally, wildfire season starts in the south- 
ern part of Michigan and works its way 
north. This year, we have had wildland fires 
occur in all regions of the state.” 

“In order to reduce fire danger right now, 
we need all property owners to forgo debris 
burning at this time until fire conditions im- - 
prove,’ said Kollmeyer. “If you do debris 
burning now and the fire escapes your con- 
trol, you will be held liable for the cost of put- 
ting out the fire.” 

Kollmeyer suggested that property own- 
ers try safer alternatives, such as composting 
yard waste or chipping brush into mulch, 
rather than burning it. 

Citizens can check burning conditions 
in their area by going to 
www.michigan.gov/burnpermit. The interac- 
tive map on the site will list burning condi- 
tions by county down to the township level. 

Kollmeyer reminded citizens that per- 
sons burning yard waste in the northern 
Lower Peninsula and the Upper Peninsula are 


_ required to obtain a DNRE burn permit first. 


The permits are free and available online 
at www.michigan.gov/burnpermit. 

This year, the burn permit Web site has 
been streamlined and improved. It shows a 
map of Michigan, and by clicking on the 
county in which a person needs a burn per- 
mit, homeowners will be informed of local 
burning ordinances and restrictions. 

On the DNRE burn permit Web site, 
residents are not required to give personal in- 
formation about their location or what they 
are burning. They simply need to check the 
site for what burning conditions are in their 
area. Persons without Internet access can call 
(866) 922-2876 toll-free. 

Kollmeyer also urged that homeowners 
take fire prevention measures, including stay- 
ing with your fire at all times while burning. 
Evenings are a safer time to burn, when tem- 
peratures are cool and the wind has died 
down. You also should have garden tools and 
a charged hose ready for when it is time to 
put your fire out or to handle unexpected 
flare-ups. Thoroughly extinguish your fire 
with water, and do not simply cover it with 
dirt. Ifa fire escapes your control, call 911 im- 


mediately.
